He added that 
more canned food and warm 
clothing would be appreciated. 
Other prisoners in the same camp 
also voiced the need for more re- 
lief supplies and better mail BPrv- 
ice. 

Gen. Beebe, at Camp IV, said 
the diet was deficient in proteins 
and fats and that one Red Cross 
food parcel per month was needed 
for each prisoner. At Camp III, 
Capt. Schooley said towels, socks, 
raincoats and toilet articles were 
needed. 

Basil O’Connor, chairman of the 
American Red Cross, said the 
needs of prisoners held by Japan 
were fully understood by the Gov- 
ernment and the Red Cross and 
that efforts still were being 
pressed to make possible’ the 
clearance of supplies through a 
Russian Pacific port. Thus far 
only shipments by diplomatic ship 
have been completed,

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Gasoline and Greed 


Many Americans do not fully understand why 
gasoline rationing is an instrument of war. 
Though they are neither of criminal nature nor 
deficient in moral sense, they act as if they were 
both, by chiseling on gasoline rations and by 
buying gasoline with stolen or counterfeited 
Their offense . against 
the war effort is one of thoughtlessness and self- 
ishness. Because they could be persuaded to 
cease hindering our nation’s prosecution of the 
war if they knew all the facts, OWI has issued 
a complete factual statement in conjunction with 
OPA and the Petroleum Administrator for War. 

The first fact which every citizen should 
realize is that the importance of gasoline to our 
war machine is not decreasing as the uninformed 
profess to believe. It is greatly increasing. 
The scope and pace of our attack upon the 
enemies of our country are steadily growing, 
requiring more and more crude oil for gasoline 
and aviation fuel, synthetic rubber, TNT and 
the many other war uses of this exhaustible 
natural resource. Production of crude oil, how- 
ever, is not increasing as war demand increases. 

The prospects for civilian gasoline, therefore, 
are that there will be no increase in the total 
supply any time in the discernible future. 


It is up to us to put this fixed and limited, 


supply to the best uses, for there are many 
ways in which gasoline is indispensable to 
civilian life, and, through the home front, to 
the fighting fronts as well. 

Under the patriotic responsibility that has 
been laid upon us to use the civilian gasoline 
supply in the best interests of our country, are 
we discharging the duty? Some are.and some 
are not. Those who are not are trafficking with 
thieves and counterfeiters, with hoodlums who 
often have been bootleggers, white slavers, kid- 
napers and murderers, and who are now gang- 
sters in one of the most repulsive rackets of 
them all. 

What can citizens do about it—citizens who 
want to speed the victory by doing their part 
to use gasoline as what it really is, a necessary 
ingredient of victory? 

OWI makes four suggestions, all of them 
simple and easy enough to carry out. They 
are: (1) Write your automobile license number 
and State on all your ration coupons now, This 
will help OPA to check up on illegal or stolen 
coupons and rid the market of them, (2) Don’t 
buy gasoline without coupons. (3) Don’t buy 
gasoline coupons and don’t accept them as gifts; 
they are probably either counterfeit or stolen, 
(4) Don’t apply for more gasoline than actually 
needed. 

The Midwest is one of the 
United States in which illegal 
were most heavily concentrated from the outset 
of the racKet.

Mrs, Roosevelt, who with true Wordsworthian 
fervor looks on nothing as too insignificant to 
challenge her attention, has just made quite a 
discovery. The thought occurs to her that a bath- 
tub is not ag sociable as a swimming pool. Not 
being one to dodge unpleasant issues, she dis- 
cusses it in her column, at so much a word. 

“In weather like this,” she writes, “I feel very 
sorry for people who can’t swim, 
though you can cool off in the bathtub, it is not 
quite as sociable as sitting around a pool.” 

Just what Mrs. Roosevelt means by this will 
no doubt become fully known as soon as Mr. Peg- 
ler has worked up to a good lather and un- 
sheathed his typewriter; but meantime a specu- 
lation or two may be ventured while we can still 
be calm about it.

Reconversion plans, rather than the ending of 
the war or the winning of the peace, may deter- 
mine the choice of the independent voter in No- 
vember.

These seem more heat lightning than hot is- 
sues and the concern about reconversion plans 
much closer to things that count. Lloyd’s of 
London is betting that the European war will be 
over by Oct. 31, an omen that Hitlerite Germany 
will soon bite the dust. Unconditional surrender 
may come without warning. When it does, woe 
will betide both ends of Pennsylvania avenue if 
our plang for reconversion are poorly made, or 
if the machinery for carrying them out isn’t past 
the blueprint stage.

Interest your editorial of 
truck drivers’ strike in the 
Midwest. The statements you have made 
are a direct reflection upon the trucking 
industry as a whole insofar as its sincerity 
in trying to carry on under this burden of 
the vast domestic transportation problem 
confronting our nation today is concerned. 


First, let me explain to you that nene 
of the employes in our company is on strike 
and our company has continued to operate 
during this critical period, and even has 
tried to carry a greater burden than we 
are actually physically capable of handling. 


Traffic Thinner, Living Cheaper 

It is quite apparent that you are not 
familiar with all the facts involving the 
strike; otherwise, such an editorial would 
not have been printed. To begin with, the 
difficulties involved are a direct reflection 
upon the War Labor Board, for the follow- 
ing reasons: When the Nov. 15, 1941, con- 
tract of truck drivers was finally settled 
some time in the spring of 1942, the WLB 
recognized that there should be a differen- 
tial in the scale of wages to drivers east 
of the Mississippi and those west of the 
river, 

At that time, the WLB stated very defi- 
nitely the opinion that there was some 
reason to believe there should be a differ- 
ential in the basis of pay to drivers west 
of the river. The reasons for this state- 
ment were that the earnings per mile of 
truck operations west of the river were 
lower—primarily due to unbalanced move- 
ment of freight—and that living costs west 
of the river were proven to be substantially 
lower. 


However, even after making such a state- 
ment, the WLB did nothing about it, and 
consequently this same basis of pay af- 
fected all the drivers at that time in 12 
states. When this contract ended on Nov. 
15, 1943, 112 truck operators west of the 
Mississippi banded together as the Midwest 
Truck Operators’ Association, for the pur- 
pose of negotiating with representatives of 
labor a fair labor contract for their drivers. 


+ 
Decision Made Without Hearing 


Representatives of labor continued to 
negotiate with individual operators in the 
Chicago area and had never contacted 
leaders of the association. When the mat- 
ter was finally settled by the WLB, it 
was assumed by the labor leaders that the 
decision of the WLB affected the 112 truck 
operators of the association just the same 
as it affected all other operators, even 
though these 112 operators never had the 
opportunity of presenting the facts of their 
case, 

You wrote briefly about increases in rate 
structure in order to absorb added cost. It 
is a proven fact that the rates of motor 
carriers west of. the Mississippi are today 
above competing modes of transportation. 
This fact has not assisted the carriers, be- 
cause the higher-class traffic has been driv- 
en to competing modes of t! ansportation, 
and the result is that a higher rate basis 
has produced smaller earnings per mile 
instead of improving earnings. Any fur- 
ther increases in our rate structure would 
definitely work in the wrong direction. 


In a study of the financial reports of 
most of these 112 Operators, we found that 
their operating cos™mverages 99.2 per cent 


» 


of their income dollar. This is the result 
of many things for which the truck oper- 
ator is not wholly responsible. First, oper- 
ators are confronted with the use of war- 
time fuel, which does not operate efficient- 
ly in the type of equipment manufactured 
for highway truck operations. It has not 
only increased their fuel cost, but has 
added substantially to maintenance cost, 


Maintenance has doubled in the past 12 
months over 1942-—-due to the inability to 
replace wornout equipment and to inferior 
parts. 

Last but not least, we look at tires — 
which have doubled in cost because of the 
inferior types and higher prices. Our tire 
costs have more than doubled in 12 months’ 
time. 


In spite of all these obstacles, most oper- 
ators have worked hard and employed 
every bit of American ingenuity to keep 
their heads above water and at the same 
time continue to perform their job. 


None of the 900 carriers who have signed 
the contract and complied with the deci- 
sion of the WLB has any rhyme or rea- 
son to convince the other truck operators 
what they should do—they know their own 
financial problem. We could not tell them 
what to do any more than: you could tell 
the officials of a competing newspaper 
what they should do if their employes 
walked out on them because they failed 
to pay the same labor rate that you were 
paying. 


Wages Not Sole Factor 


However, I would like the answer to 
this question: Why did the employes of 
lines which had signed the contract and 
paid the wages to their employes as agreed, 
walk off the job? or leaders claim this 
was unauthorized; I know definitely 
that employes of companies paid the scale 
of wages prescribed by the WLB walked 
off the job and were encouraged to do so 
by their representatives in Kansas City. 

Right here in St. Louis, 
they did not like the man their company 
had considered as capable of being their 
local agent in St. Louls, 

I believe that the editor of the Post- 
Dispatch should get all of the facts before 
he attempts to criticize the truck operators,

The Spirit of the New Russia 
Captured in Ten New Stories 


“Stronger Than Death," ten new Rassian stories: 
an anthology. (The American Russian Institute for 
Cultural Relations with the Seviet [naien, Sasa 
Francisco, ) 

This example of excellent bookmaking by 
the Grabhorn Press of San Francisco con- 
tains 10 stories of the Russians at war. 
Nine of the translations were made in the 
Soviet Union. Unfortunately, according 60 
the explanatory note, only 1500 copies have 
been printed. 

There is no question: these Russians are 
thoroughly civilized. In reading their 
stories of their struggle, one feels that their 
burning love for the motherland and con- 
sequent burning hate for the invading 
beast have become so thoroughly the core 
of their being that they are what a psychoi- 
ogist calls totally integrated. All the nat- 
ural emotions of man have, in them, be- 
come welded together. They can write of 
the horrors of the war, of the brutality of 
the Nazis, without either denying or bury- 
ing the gentler emotions. Furthermore, they 
are skilled and restrained, with little of 
the self-consciousness of the artist. The 
story, “Our Hands Have Grown Heavy.” by 
Fiodor -Panferov, illustrates these qualities. 

The author rode camelback to a small 
village near the Tien Shan range of moun- 
tains to carry a message from one Uraz 
to his father, Abilda. The people in the 
village are what we, in our sophistication, 
call savages. Just what their nationality 
is, we are not told; but they are thorough 
Russians in their love for the land, The 
author tells the assembled villagers that 
the son, Uraz, fighting with the Red army, 
had been sent out to bring back a “tongue.” 
a German prisoner. He came back without 
him and reported that he had captured one, 
but as he started to bring him to the Rus- 
sian lines, he discovered that he was dead; 
he had hit him too hard. 
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The commander said he would have to 
send another; but Uraz protested that no, 
the second time he would wrap his gun 
butt in sacking agd so save the prisoner, 
The next night he came dragging one back. 
The commander looked at the prisoner and 
said, “Uraz, the man is dead.” 

Uraz was. bewildered, and replied, “But 
how can that be? I did not hit him very 
hard. He was alive when I picked him up 
and carried him off. But apparently I held 
him so tightly that I choked the life out of 
him. My hands have become heavy, Com- 
rade Commander.” Then the author asked 
the assembled villagers what gfeetings 
should be given at Uraz. “And the people 
gathered there replied without a moment's 
hesitation, their clenched fists—hundreds 
of arms—raised to the sky: “Tell Uraz that 
our hands too, have become heavy in deal 
ing with the enemy.’” 

That spirit—a thousand miles from the 
fighting—in the breasts of barbaric nomads 
—is the spirit of Russia, Mother Russia. 
One heart, one spirit, but ‘millions of heavy 
hands.

Bill Brandt, publicity director of

others in the remaining fourth. 

Mrs. Drain’s children are Edgar 
Drain Jr., of 5544A Milentz ave- 
nue, who has been a private in 
the St. Louis fire department for 
13 years; Mrs. Richard J. Esch- 
bacher, 4532 Varrelman avenue; 
Mrs. James P. Boyer, 4829 Alle- 
mania street; Mrs. James Cole- 
man, 1432 Tamerton street, Uni- 
versity City, and John Coleman 
Drain of Chicago, a worker in a 
bombsight factory. 

Miss Josephine Drain and Mrs. 
Malvina Smith, of 907 Filmore 
street, nieces of Mrs, Edenborn: 
and three Shreveport women will 
share with Mrs. Edgar Drain Sr.'s 
children in the remaining fourth 
of the estate. 

Besides the $750,000 cash be- 
quests to her St. Louis relatives, 
Mrs. Edenborn left $545,000 to 
various Shreveport and New Or- 
leans institutions. Major bequests 
were $250,000 each to Schumpert 
Hospital and St. Vincent's Acad- 
emy of Shreveport. 

The will was filed at Caddo 
Parish District Court, Shreveport, 
where Mrs, Edenborn fought 
many legal battles in 14 years of 
litigation to inherit the fortune 
of her husband, William Eden- 
born, barbed wire manufacturer 
in St. Louis and later builder of 
the predecessor of the Louisiana 
& Arkansas Railroad. 


OPA SETTLES $13,904 SUIT 
AGAINST SHOE FIRM FOR $517 


The Office of Price Adminis- 
tration, which had filed suit June 
14 against Rice-O’Neill Shoe Co., 
1908 "Washington avenue, for $13.- 
904 as triple alleged overcharges 
of $4634, settled yesterday for a 
judgment of $517.95. 

“After the suit was filed,” Rice- 
O'Neill Shoe Co. explained in a 
statement, “the representatives of 
company ‘and OPA reviewed the 
records of sales during the year, 
and it was found that the only 
shoes sold for prices above ceil- 
ing amounted to less than 1 per 
cent of the total number of pairs 
sold by the company during the 
disputed period, and that the ag- 
gregate overcharge, if it could be 
termed such, only amounted to 
$517.95. 

“The company contended that 
such a small aggregate of over- 
charges could have resulted from 
honest error in pricing a specialty 
line and could not be considered 
as evidence of any willful mis- 
conduct on the part of the com- 
pany or even of negligent failure 
to take reasonable precautions 
against overpricing. The repre- 
sentatives of the OPA agreed to 
this conclusion, as is evidenced by 
the fact that, while penalties were 
demanded in the complaint, the 
stipulated judgment omitted all 
penalties and was only for the 
actual amount of the excess prices 
charged, that is to say, $517.95.”

Circuit Judge James E. Mce- 
Laughlin took under advisement 
yesterday the petition for a char- 
ter by the Sixteenth Ward Regu- 
lar Republican Organization after 
he heard testimony from an op- 
posing faction in the ward.

UR inspiration for developing 
the following recipe came from 
an old-time recipe named Mo- 
hawk cherry pie.

What we did 
was use blackberries instead of 
should cherries, and the result was really 
' gratifying. It is cooked on top of 
the stove, therefore avoiding the 
heat of the oven on a warm sum- 
mer day.- Any juicy berry or fruit 
could be used in place of the black- 
berries. 
Blackberry Dumplings. 
One quart blackberries; one-half 
cup sugar; pinch of salt; one ta- 
blespoon lemon juice; one and one- 
fourth cups all-purpose flour; one 
tablespoon sugar; one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt; two teaspoons baking 
powder; two tablespoons shorten- 
ing or butter; two-thirds cup milk. 


Sort and wash berries without 
draining; place in large shallow 
saucepan, having a tight-fitting 
cover. Add sugar, salt and mix 
with berries lightly. Sprinkle 
with lemon juice. Cover and sim- 
mer five minutes. Sift flour, 
measure and resift with sugar, 
salt and baking powder. Work 
shortening in with fingertips. Add 
milk all at once, mix until flour is 
taken up, then beat vigorously 
half a minute. Drop from table- 
spoon onto simmering berries. 
Cover tightly and let stand over 
very low heat 25 minutes. Do not 
uncover at any time during this 
simmering period. Spoon out into 
dishes. Serve while warm, but not 
too hot. Four servings.

It Makes Recruiting a Pleasure 


Indigestion WAC Salon Has GI Glamour, but Cre ates No False Impressions of Army Life

INCE the function of the di- 
S gestive system is to get food 

into such chemical condition 
that it can be utilized for energy 
purposes by the body, one might 
assume that disturbances of the 
digestive system were largely 
caused by the wrong kind of food 
and such difficulties could be ad- 
justed by rearranging the food, oy 
in short, by diet. 

This assumption is about 50 per 
cent right. Where it breaks down 
is, first, that by the nature of its 
functions, taking in all kinds of 
material from the outside .world, 
material subject to contamination, 
the digestive system is very liable 
to infections, such as appendicitis 
and gallbladder inflammation and 
in these fields surgery is the meth- 
od of treatment of choice; and, 
second, that the primitive diges- 
tive tube is intimately hooked up 
with the primitive nervous system 
and people’s emotions upset the 
digestion very profoundly so that 
treftment by psychology is appli- 
cable in about 25 per cent of cases 
of digestive disorders, 

In the 50 per cent of dyspeptic 
cases that are not best treated by 
either surgery or psychotherapy, 
the wisest treatment is by a com- 
bination of diet, drugs and physio- 
therapy, which last means exer- 
cise, massage, water, climate and 
electricity, 

e oO 

WE DISCUSS DIET to a con- 
siderable extent in this column, 
so in this article let us concen- 
trate on the use of drugs in di- 
gestive disorders, 

Looking at the digestive system 
with an eye for seeing what medi- 
cines can do for it, we should 
conceive of it as a muscular tube, 
constantly writhing to accomplish 
its functions, and also conceive 
of the inner surface of this mus- 
cular tube as having a flow of se- 
cretions poured over it. 

Theoretically both the muscular 
movements and the secretions of 
the digestive tract can be either— 
(1) normal, or: (2) excessive, or, 
(3) sluggish—and this classifica- 
tion works out in practice. And, 
fortunately, we have a long list 
of very effective medicines, or 
drugs, or chemicals, whatever you 
want to call them, which will 
either slow down or increase the 
movements or the secretions of 
the stomach, intestines and their 
large accessory glands, the pan- 
creas and the liver. If we cannot 
increase the secretions we can re- 
place them as with pepsin, hydro- 
chloric acid, pancreatin and bile 
Salts. 
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IN SHORT, IN OUR medicine 
closet we have for the digestive 
system calmer-downers and pep- 
per-uppers. 

Among the calmer-downers both 
for muscular movements and se- 
cretions are atrophine, or its new- 
er preparation, syntropan, and tra- 
sentin, and also morphine, opium, 
paregoric, pantopon and prostig- 
mine. 

Calmer-downers of the secre- 
tions alone, or rather neutralizers 
of the irritating secretions, are 
bicarbonate of soda (baking soda) 
and aluminum hydroxide. 

The pepper-uppers of muscular 
movements of the digestive tract 
are the great class of the cathar- 
tics. To increase secretions about 
the only effective drug we have 
is histamine, although, as I noted 
above, we have a good supply of 
replacements of lowered secre- 
tions. 

For household purposes — and 
this includes the general practi- 
tioner—three medicines suffice for 
treatment of indigestion or con- 
stipation: fluid extract of cascara 
Sagrada, the. best and least harm- 
ful of the cathartics; paregoric 
for colics; and bicarbonate of 
soda. 

Lots of people use soda pretty 
regularly even if they do not have 
ylcers. It is a relatively harmless 
habit. It relieves the little dis- 
comforts of acid indigestion. Some 
people blush and blanch easily. 
Some people’s stomachs gush easi- 
ly. For them soda is an ever-ready 
friend,

Contract 
Bridge

HEN the responder has al- 
ready bid his hand to the 
limit and perhaps a little be- 
yond, he naturally should become 
conservative if the question of 
accepting a slam invitation arises. 
Even this obvious fact, however, 
is subject to qualification. Con- 
sider this case: 
South, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 


The bidding: 
South West 
1 Spade 
4 hearts 
6 hearts Pass Pass aa) 

North was fully aware that his 


two no trump response was 
stretched, but whén South jumped 
to four hearts over that bid, North 
nevertheless had the visitn and 
nerve to make a slam try. Most 
players, if they had chosen the 
two no trump response, would 
promptly pass to four hearts, feel- 
ing that any further efforts on 
their part would be decidedly out 
of line. This particular North rea- 
soned as follows; 

It was true that he did not have 
the honor-trick requirements or 
the playing-trick values for the 
two no trump, but he did have 
two aces instead of the king- . 
queen, king-jack, or even queen- 
jack combinations he might have 
held. Moreover, he had good sup- 
port for both of South’s suits, in- 
stead of strength largely in dia- 
monds and clubs, wHere it might 
be worthless. Finally, his worst 
holding, in clubs, was good enough 
to suggest that the opponents 
could not or would not take two 
immediate tricks in the suit. 

If West had opened a diamond, 
declarer would have had to finesse 
successfully to his queen, but on 
the actual club lead it wag easy 
for South to draw trumps, estab- 
lish the spades, and throw off two 
diamonds from dummy on _the 
fourth and fifth spade.
